This was difficult 
to do en route in an ambulance— 
sometimes the pulse was too 
weak to detect at all. The pulse 
meters attach to a patient’s fin¬ 
ger and effectively monitor the 
pulse rate. Two meters will be 
purchased ($500 each), one for 
each of the ambulances presently 
used by the Rescue Squad. 

Master of Ceremonies Zugby 
declared the July 19 event “a cel¬ 
ebration of the community of 
Greenbriar/Glen Oaks accepting 
its responsibility as a member of 
the larger community of Green¬ 
belt.”

Zoning Hearing July 30 
on Smith-Ewing Property 

At 9 a.m. on Wednesday, July 
30, in the Zoning Hearing Room 
of the County Administration 
Building in Upper Marlboro the 
Zoning Hearing Examiner will 
hear Zoning Map Amendment 
A-9361. This proposed amend¬ 
ment would rezone 24 L acres of 
Smith-Ewing property adjacent 
to Eleanor Roosevelt Senior High.

Draft Registration

On the afternoon of Monday, 
July 21, members of the Green¬ 
belt Peace Committee expressed 
their disapproval of draft regis¬ 
tration. The group set up a card 
table with information in front 
of the Greenbelt Post Office. 

Although actually on post of¬ 
fice grounds, “we let them be,” 
said Postmaster Emory Harman. 
The group, he explained, did not 
cause a disturbance. Bertrand 
Donn from the Greenbelt Peace 
Committee stated that the group 
would be in the Center again, 
particularly on Saturday, to dis¬ 
tribute leaflets and answer ques¬ 
tions. He noted that committee 
members received a wide range 
cf responses from the young men 
they talked to on Monday. 

Twenty-one young men 20 
years old registered on Monday, 
noted Harman. About twenty io 
twenty-five 20 year olds regis¬ 
tered on Tuesday. Some cards 
were received with attached 
stickers that read, “registering 
under protest,” he added. Har 
man explained that postal em¬ 
ployees have been instructed to 
accept all cards without question 
in the manner the cards are re¬ 
ceived. 

Harman found one particular 
event during the early morning 
interesting. That was the arrival 
of the National Guard. The rep¬ 
resentatives of the National 
Guard rearranged the pamphlets 
in the post office putting their 
literature in the front. Harman 
said he put the material back in 
its original location when he 
came to work. 

So far postal employees have 
not found draft registration too 
great an extra burden as had 
been feared, postal workers said.

Postal Service Still Ponderiag 
Site and Building Considerations

“I think what we plan to do is leave the finance station 
where it its,” John Cochran Acting District Manager for the 
Maryland/D.C. Postal Service, told the News Review in a recent 
interview about the plans of the Postal Service for a new facil¬ 
ity. Cochran continued by saying that the Postal Service is 


still trying to find a site not in 
the carrier annex. 

Such a resolution to the post 
office question coincides with city 
council’s position favoring a di¬ 
vision of post office functions into 
a full customer service facility, 
to remain in the center, and a 
new carrier annex to be located 
elsewhere. As previously pro¬ 
posed, the finance station would 
offer a full range of customer 
services in the center but would 
probably be less than half the 
size of the present facility. The 
new carrier annex would have no 
customer facilities but would be 
an industrial facility for handling 
mail as well as providing em¬ 
ployee facilities such as lockers 
and restrooms. The carrier an¬ 
nex would not be a large “distri¬ 
bution facility” but would handle 
only one or a portion of one zip 
code. 

Cochran explained that postal 
real estate officials had not yet 
had time to examine appropriate 
sites for the carrier annex, but 
he felt this would be accom¬ 
plished soon. In analyzing a site, 
Cochran said, “I’d be mostly con¬ 
cerned about the center of the 
delivery area.” In addition, he 
reiterated the post office’s need 
for secure parking for vehicles. 
He speculated that it might be 
efficient and economical to use 
some foot delivery from the pres¬ 
ent office. Although he was not 
familiar with the situation in 
Greenbelt, one of his priority 
items is “to go out there myself 
and look around.” 

Robert Gresham, from the Na¬ 
tional Capital Planning Commis¬ 
sion (NCPC), confirmed that no 
site has been submitted to NCPC 
for its required approval. In No¬ 
vember 1978, the Postal Service 
submitted plans for the develop 
ment of the Parkway site for a 
new Greenbelt Main Post Office, 
which would be both a carrier 
annex and a finance station. 
However, NCPC later sent the 
Postal Service several alterna¬ 
tives to be considered. After sub¬ 
stantial concern from many 
areas—citizens, city officials, and 
Congresswoman Gladys Spell¬ 
man—was raised about those 
plans and that site, the Postal 
Service voluntarily withdrew the 
plans and instead began to look 
at other sites. Therefore, NCPC 
has not taken a formal position 
on the Parkway plans. 

When the Postal Service sub¬ 
mits new plans, NCPC will make 
a referral to the Council of Gov¬ 
ernments, the city, and Congress- 
woman Spellman. The city will 
be given a thirty day review pc 
riod. “Whatever conclusion we 
reach,” Gresham said, “there 
would be a lot of consultation. 


the center of old Greenbelt for 

We have to leave our minds 
open,” he concluded. 

In the meantime, Greenbelt 
postal workers would probably 
agree with Cochran’s understate¬ 
ment: ‘T understand there is a 
need for a new Post Office in 
Greenbelt." Postmaster Emory 
Harman noted that parts of the 
present building had been paint 
ed a while ago but he did not 
expect that the rest would be 
done. He added that the roof had 
not been fixed, though leaks had 
been patched. He said that the 
Post Office’s lease had recently 
been renewed, but only for a year. 
New leases will be made on a 
year-to-year short-term basis, he 
felt. 

City officials have been in¬ 
formed that a new Maryland/ 
D.C. District Manager will be ap ¬ 
pointed within a month. After 
that, a meeting will be held with 
the public and no decision will 
be made until afterwards. Coch¬ 
ran also gave assurances that the 
Postal Service will contact city 
officials and citizens before any 
decision is reached.

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Hot Weather Running Ups 

The weather in the Washing¬ 
ton area is so hot and humid in 
the summer that the D.C. Road 
Runners club holds most of its 
races on weekday evenings. In 
addition they publish a fact sheet 
warning of the very real dangers 
of running in very hot weather. 
They make it clear to those in 
charge of races that they must 
have plenty of drinking water on 
hand at various points, and even 
a hose where the runners can get 
soaked. 

This does not help the many 
joggers and runners who run 
alone around Greenbelt Lake, 
the Agricultural Farm or the Re¬ 
gional Park. They particularly 
must be aware of how their body 
is doing because no one may be 
around to help them. There is 
a water fountain 50 yards from 
the refreshment stand at the 
lake, and many stations on the 
farm (for cooling off only). 

Hyperthermia (heat stroke, 
heat exhaustion, muscle cramps) 
can be deadly. It doesn't take 
long for a person to die, and a 
runner can collapse in less than 
5 minutes after the onset of the 
following symptoms: dizziness; 
dry skin, no sweating; redness; 
nausea or cramps; goose bumps 
on chest and arms; and incoher¬ 
ent speech and thoughts. 

A temperature of 60 degrees 
and high relative humidity can 
be just as dangerous as 90 de¬ 
grees and low humidity. An ex¬ 
perienced runner avoids the di¬ 
rect sun on very hot days, runs 
in early morning or late evening, 
and does not run as far or fast 
as usual. He also drinks plenty 
of fluids before a race or work¬ 
out, as well as during and after 
the run, and pours water over his 
head to aid evaporation and cool¬ 
ing off of the body. 

A fact sheet on running in not 
weather will be posted at the 
Youth Center.

bid orders. 

GHI has also initiated monthly 
budget reports for each depart¬ 
ment to see if there are over-ex¬ 
penditures. The monthly reports 
are compared to prior year to see 
if there are any major changes. 

GHI has also initiated monthly 
inventory of all their property and 
assets. In the future this will act 
as a control. 

Kopstein concluded by stating 
that with any control system 
problems can still arise, but with 
tighter controls, the chances of 
what happened in the past will 
be greatly reduced.

The State's Attorney’s office 
notified Greenbelt Homes, Inc, 
in May that no further action 
appeared warranted after re¬ 
viewing an audit of purchas¬ 
ing problems of fertilizer, in¬ 
sulation and fuel oil additives 
at GHI. 

The audit prepared by Wills 
and Associates, GHI's regular au¬ 
ditors, in late 1979 found that 
there were over-purchases of fer¬ 
tilizer in 1978 that amounted to 
approximately $4,700. The audit 
also reported that over-purchases 
of insulation for crawl spaces in 
the frame homes amounted to 
$10,773 and over-usage of fuel oil 
additives purchased in 1977 and 
1978 accounted for approximately 
$10,037. Also under investigation 
was a reported loss of 19 juniper 
bushes valued at $152. 

The Wills audit found, in re¬ 
gards to the fertilizer purchases, 
that GHI’s purchase order form 
was usually typed and approved 
after the invoice from the chem¬ 
ical company was received. Also, 
that the receipt of materials was 
never physically verified by GHI 
warehouse employees. The Wills, 
audit stated, “The facts appear 
to bear out that there was a com¬ 
plete loss of internal control with 
regard to purchases of fertilizer/* 

Besides the internal control 
problem Wills found that GHI 
over-purchased fertilizer of ap¬ 
proximately 70 acres ($4,700). 

With the over-purchase of the 
insulation for the crawl spaces 
for the frame homes it was found 
that purchases to date would 
cover 376,915 sq. ft. The estimat¬ 
ed square footage to complete 
the job was approximately 86,018 
sq. ft. Since the total square 
footage of 1,000 frame homes is 
approximately 365,000 sq. ft., the 
overrun of insulation to com¬ 
plete the job was 97,933 sq. ft

($10,773). 

Records showed that 1,795 gal¬ 
lons of fuel oil additives were 
purchased in 1977 and 1978. 
When properly mixed only 836 
gallons should have been used. 
There was an apparent over-us¬ 
age of 959 gallons ($10,037). 

Also under investigation were 
36 juniper bushes that had been 
lost. It was later determined 
that only 19 bushes were missing 
(-152). 

The audit summarized, that, 
“The objective of our review was 
not to fix blame or responsibility 
on any one person or department 
but only to define what the rec¬ 
ords show.” The audit conclud¬ 
ed by stating that a special com¬ 
mittee be formed to make in¬ 
quiries and clear the air of all 
noted discrepancies. The board 
approved this recommendation 
and GHI’s President, Donald 
Volk, appointed an Ad Hoc com¬ 
mittee composed of cooperative 
members, chaired by Joe Jenkins. 

Committee Report 

In May of this year the com¬ 
mittee report, which was present¬ 
ed to the board, found that there 
was minimal accountability for 
supervision at various levels, poor 
procurement practices, and vari¬ 
ous irregularities on manage¬ 
ment's dealing with GHI person¬ 
nel. The committee concluded by 
recommending that the State’s 
Attorney’s office should further 
investigate the inconsistencies 
and contradictions found by the 
committee. 

In a recent; interview, general 
manager Ken Kopstein was 
asked if GHI had initiated any 
procedures to prevent future 
problems relating to over-pur¬ 
chases and property losses. He 
stated that GHI now has written 
contract and purchase procedures 
that they did not have before. 
More specifically, GHI has insti¬ 
tuted a written requisition proce¬ 
dure for purchase that must be 
signed by the supervisor, depart¬ 
ment head and comptroller. The 
comptroller gives budget author¬ 
ity and gives approval for unu¬ 
sual purchases. For purchases 
of $600 or more, three bid orders 
are needed. In the past, purchase 
of $1,500 or more needed the three 


new GHI procedures, stated that 
he has not examined them that 
closely yet. He has been very 
busy with the Board of Directors 
election, but plans to look at 
them more closely when the elec¬ 
tions are over. He hopes that the 
new procedures will tighten the 
purchasing controls at GHI. 

Jenkins went on to say that 
he had hoped that the State’s 
Attorney’s office would have 
looked at the purchasing records 
of the chemical company that had 
made the sales to GHI. His com¬ 
mittee had no authority to ex¬ 
amine these records, but the 
State's Attorney’s office had that 
power and he regretted that they 
chose not to examine the records. 
Jenkins said that the principal 
players in this unfortunate mat¬ 
ter are gone, but the manage¬ 
ment of GHI had the ultimate 
responsibility and that they 
should have been more respon¬ 
sible.

Alternate energy sources and 
insulation are the name of the 
game in Green belt’s Energy Pair 
to be held in the Greenbelt Center 
Mall from 1-4 pan. Saturday, 
August 2, and sponsored by the 
Aesthetics and Environment 
Committee of Greenbelt Homes, 
Incorporated. Local firms will 
have demonstration systems, 
samples, and product informa¬ 
tion on display and experts will 
be on hand to answer questions 
on their products in particular 
and alternate energy in general. 

Effective use of energy requires 
conservation, regardless of the 
energy source. Two foam insula¬ 
tion contractors will be repre¬ 
sented: Pellfoam, whose process 
involves blowing foam into the 
wall cavity and Dryvit, which 
applies the foam externally. 

Since a major source of heat 
loss in any building is the glaz¬ 
ing (even thermopane windows 
have an R value of about 1.5), 
extra window insulation is an 
important consideration in pre¬ 
venting heat loss. North Ameri¬ 
can Solar Development supplies 
window quilts which raise the li 
value of window area to 5 2 and 
are expected to pay for them¬ 
selves in about 3 to 4 years. 

Active solar energy systems 
will be represented by Solar Sci¬ 
ence Industries, which uses fiat 
plate collectors and propylene 
glycol as a heat exchange medi¬ 
um to heat domestic hot water. 
Solar Unlimited also uses flat 
plate collectors, but has silicone 
oil as a transfer medium, an ex¬ 
ternal heat exchanger, and has 
the capability to supply both 
space heating and domestic hot 
water. 

Potcmac Energy Group, design 
specialists, and Sunwood Energy 
Systems (who also market wood- 
burning stoves) are concerned 
with passive solar energy and 
co-generation. Sunwood produces 
Thermal 81 rods which use the 
phase change principle (latent 
heat) to store and release the 
sun’s energy. Potomac is con¬ 
cerned with passive solar energy 
design, including greenhouses, 
Trombe walls and building de¬ 
sign and orientation. They are 
also involved with co-generation, 
in which a small generator is 
used to produce electricity, and 
the heat byproduct of that proc¬ 
ess is, in turn, used to provide 
domestic hot water and space 
heating.

A 21-year-old navy man, a 
non-resident, who was arrested 
by Det./Cpl.

Previously the law 
required a driver to file a report 
with MVA, except when the acci¬ 
dent was investigated by police, 
when property damage was in ex¬ 
cess of $100.00 to any one person 
or someone was killed or injured. 
Legislation passed by the gen¬ 
eral Assembly this year restricts 
reporting accidents that are not 


investigated by police. Persons 
involved in accidents of any kind 
still will be required to identify 
themselves and their insurers to 
other drivers. The Greenbelt Po¬ 
lice Department will continue to 
investigate property damage acci¬ 
dents when requested to do so by 
motorists.
